WHEREAS,  the  First  Five  Commission's  estimated  available  budget  in  FY  2007-08  is 
$13.5  million  including  carry-forward  of  unspent  funds  from  prior  year  allocations,  interest 
earnings  and  matching  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Controller's  Office  has  reviewed  the  First  Five  Commission's 
expenditure  plan,  finds  it  to  be  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  Charter,  and  has 
provided  comments  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  now,  therefore,  be  it

District's  expenditure  plan,  finds  it  to  be  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  Charter,  and

Resolution  transferring  jurisdiction  of  the  real  property  identified  as  portions  of 
Assessor's  Parcel  Nos.  4352/001  and  4382/005  at  Indiana  and  Cesar  Chavez  Streets, 
from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  as  part  of 
the  new  Islais  Creek  Motor  Coach  Operations  and  Maintenance  Facility;  adopting 
findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act;  and  adopting  findings 
that  the  transfer  of  jurisdiction  is  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  the  Eight 
Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  for  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency's  Islais  Creek  Motor  Coach 
Operations  and  Maintenance  Facility  (the  "Project"),  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  and 
issued  a  final  Negative  Declaration  on  June  20,  1989  (the  "Negative  Declaration"),  and 
subsequently  concluded  in  a  Planning  Department  Memorandum  dated  September  14,  1998, 
(the  "Subsequent  Memorandum"),  that  the  Project  would  have  no  significant  effect  on  the 
environment,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
060004,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Portions  of  Assessor's  Parcels  Nos.  4352/001  and  4382/005  (the  "subject 
property")  are  currently  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  but  the 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  needs  to  use  the  subject  property  for  parking  and  storage  for 
the  Project ,  as  described  in  the  Negative  Declaration  and  Subsequent  Memorandum;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  transfer  of  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  property  will  facilitate  the 
construction  of  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  March  24,  1998  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  adopted  Resolution 
98-0046,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
060004,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein, 
requesting  that  the  subject  property  comprising  .34  acres,  be  transferred  to  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  at  the  historical  cost  of  $195,280  for  use  as  parking  and  storage  for  the 
Project  and  authorizing  the  Director  of  Property  to  submit  legislation  to  accommodate  the 
jurisdictional  transfer  of  the  subject  property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  4,  2005,  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  adopted 
Resolution  No.  05-006  authorizing  the  jurisdictional  transfer  of  the  subject  property,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  060004,  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  1 ,  2005,  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and  Public 
Utilities  Commission  entered  into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  (the  "MOU")  regarding  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission's  continued  access  to  the  subject  property  after  the  jurisdictional 
transfer  to  operate  and  maintain  a  sewer  and  related  improvements  and  to  ensure  the 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency's  use  of  the  subject  property  will  be  in  a  manner  that 
protects  such  sewer  and  related  improvements,  a  copy  of  such  MOU  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  060004,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23.12  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  the  Director  of  Property  has  reported  to  the  Mayor  that  the  historical  cost 
of  the  subject  property  is  $195,280,  and  in  his  opinion  the  subject  property  can  be  most 
advantageously  used  by  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and  has  therefore 
recommended  that  the  transfer  be  made  at  the  historical  cost  of  $1 95,280;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mayor  recommends  the  proposed  transfer  of  the  subject  property; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  City  Planning  reported  in  a  letter  dated  May  31 ,  2005, 
that  the  proposed  transfer  of  the  subject  property  for  parking  and  storage  use  as  a  component 
of  the  Project  is  in  conformity  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  consistent  with  the  Eight 
Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  adopts  and  incorporates  the 
Negative  Declaration  findings  pursuant  to  CEQA  as  though  such  findings  were  fully  set  forth  in 
this  resolution;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  as  conditions  of 
approval  those  mitigation  measures  described  in  the  Negative  Declaration;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  based  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  review  of  the 
Negative  Declaration  and  the  Subsequent  Memorandum,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  further 
finds  that  (1 )  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Project  or  transfer  of  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  property  under  this  resolution  that  will  require  revisions  to  the  Negative  Declaration 
due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects;  (2)  no  substantial  changes 
have  occurred  with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Project  or  the  approval  of 
the  transfer  of  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  property  under  this  resolution  are  undertaken  which 
will  require  major  revisions  to  the  Negative  Declaration  as  to  the  involvement  of  new 
environmental  effects;  and  (3)  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the  Project  or 
the  approval  of  the  transfer  of  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  property  has  become  available  which 
indicates  that  (a)  the  Project  will  have  significant  effects  not  discussed  in  the  Negative 
Declaration,  (b)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be  substantially  more  severe,  (c) 
mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found  not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more 
significant  effects  have  become  feasible,  or  (d)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
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:onsiderably  different  from  those  in  the  Negative  Declaration  would  substantially  reduce  one 
)f  more  significant  effects  on  the  environment;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  transfer  of 
urisdiction  of  the  subject  property  to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  is  consistent  with 
he  General  Plan  and  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1  for  the  same 
■easons  as  those  set  forth  in  the  Director  of  Planning's  letter  referred  to  above  and  hereby 
ncorporates  such  findings  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  in  this  resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section 
23.16,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  determines  that  the  subject  property  can  be  most 
advantageously  used  by  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  accordingly  and  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Director  of  Property,  the  Mayor,  the  Muni  Real  Estate  Manager  and 
the  PUC  Real  Property  Manager,  and  the  approvals  of  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency's 
Board  of  Directors  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  property  is 
hereby  transferred  to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  upon  payment  of  $195,280  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  subject  to  the  requirement  that  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  shall  be  responsible  for  all  costs  related  to  the  construction,  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Project  or  any  other  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  activity  on  the 
subject  property  as  set  forth  in  the  MOU.

Resolution  urging  a  moratorium  on  ICE  raids  (at  the  very  least)  until  the  unresolved 
question  of  what  to  do  about  separated  families,  the  trauma  they  are  forced  to  endure, 
who  should  care  for  children  left  behind  after  their  parents  are  deported,  and  who  shall 
bare  the  associated  costs,  and  until  comprehensive  immigration  reform  is  agreed  upon 
at  the  Federal  level. 


WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Senate  and  the  House  of  representatives  will  soon  be 
considering  a  bipartisan  reform  of  our  Immigration  laws  which  calls  for  legalization  of  12 
million  people  who  have  been  present  in  the  U.S.  as  of  January  of  2007;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  congress  has  yet  to  determine  the  fate  of  individuals  who  would 
qualify  under  the  proposed  Immigration  Reform  but  have  outstanding  orders  of  removal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  uninterrupted  removal  of  individuals  with  or  without  removal  orders 
can  prevent  them  from  applying  for  the  Immigration  Reform  currently  under  consideration; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  removal  of  parents  of  U.S.  children,  from  the  United  States,  will 
subject  these  children  to  irreversible  psychological  trauma,  emotional  hardship  and 
permanently  disrupt  their  educational,  economic,  civic  and  cultural  development;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  be  additionally  burdened  with 
the  obligation  of  providing  financial,  physical,  emotional  and  legal-guardian  assistance  to  U.S. 
citizen  children  rendered  homeless  and  parentless  as  a  result  of  the  premature  removal  of 
their  parents  from  the  U.S.;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  it  is  hereby  resolved  that  the  USICE  should  enforce  a  moratorium 
on  all  removal  orders  until  such  a  time  as  both  houses  of  Congress  can  agree  on  the  eligibility 
requirements  under  the  Comprehensive  Immigration  Reform  that  is  now  under  consideration.

Resolution  urging  the  State  Assembly  Appropriations  Committee  to  support  Assembly 
Bill  433  (Beal)  to  require  the  Department  of  Social  Services  (DSS)  to  propose  a  new 
name  for  the  Food  Stamp  program  and  to  establish  categorical  eligibility  for  food 
stamp  benefits  for  Medi-Cal  recipients  who  are  eligible  for  services  funded  by  the 
Temporary  Assistance  for  Needy  Families  (TANF)  block  grant. 

WHEREAS,  Poor  nutrition  threatens  the  health  of  over  two  million  California  children 
who  are  hungry  or  food  insecure;  and 

WHEREAS,  Research  shows  that  federal  food  stamp  benefits  help  farmers,  grocers, 
and  the  local  economy,  and  have  the  potential  to  reduce  future  health  costs  associated  with 
diet-related  diseases;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  recipients  of  Medi-Cal  in  California  do  not  receive  food  stamps.  The 
state  could  extend  categorical  eligibility  to  cover  this  Medi-Cal  population,  to  make  it  easier  for 
recipients  to  enroll  in  the  Food  Stamp  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  food  stamp  recipient  households  do  not  receive  cash 
assistance,  and  are  headed  by  working  adults;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  low-income  California  view  the  food  stamp  program  as  a  "welfare" 
program  and  not  a  health  and  nutrition  program.  As  a  result,  participation  in  the  program  is 
reduced;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Given  all  these  changes  to  the  program,  the  program's  perception,  the 
program  problems,  and  the  need  to  connect  the  program  to  health  and  agriculture,  the  time  is 
right  for  a  new  name  for  the  Food  Stamp  Program  in  California;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  433  would  require  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services 
:o  propose  a  new  name  for  the  Food  Stamp  Program  in  California,  and  to  convene  with  a

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  433  would  require  the  new  name  to  reflect  one  or  more 
designated  concepts  relating  to  the  operation  and  significance  of  the  program;  now,  therefore,

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  State  Assembly 
Appropriations  Committee  to  support  Assembly  Bill  433  (Beal)  which  will  propose  a  new  name 
for  Food  Stamp  Program  and  establish  categorical  eligibility  for  food  stamp  benefits.

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Congress  to  support  a  strong  Nutrition  Title  in  the 
2007  Farm  Bill  that  will  improve  the  Food  Stamp  Program,  strengthen  The  Emergency 
Food  Assistance  Program  (TEFAP),  fully  fund  the  Commodity  Supplemental  Food 
Program  (CSFP),  and  support  adequate  nutrition  for  everyone. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  recognizes  that  the  Farm  Bill  shapes  the  food  and  fanning 
systems  in  the  United  States  and  is  crucial  in  determining  state  and  local  policies  that  prevent 
hunger  and  promote  healthy  diets;  and 

WHEREAS,  More  than  150,000  people  in  San  Francisco  are  at  risk  of  hunger;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Food  Stamp  Program  is  a  crucial  and  effective  investment;  more  than 
80  percent  of  food  stamp  benefits  go  to  families  with  children  and  in  2006,  the  Food  Stamp 
Program  pumped  more  than  $2.3  billion  into  California's  economy,  benefiting  farmers, 
grocers,  small  businesses,  and  communities  throughout  our  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adequacy  of  food  stamp  benefits  must  be  improved  -  the  average 
benefit  of  $1  per  person  per  meal  and  the  $10  minimum  monthly  benefit  are  insufficient;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Access  to  the  Food  Stamp  Program  must  be  expanded  -  only  46%  of 
eligible  San  Francisco  families  participate  in  food  stamps  and  low-income  California  seniors 
who  receive  SSI  (Social  Security  Income)  cannot  receive  food  stamps;  and, 

WHEREAS,  We  need  to  remove  asset  restrictions  in  the  Food  Stamp  Program,  so  a 
family  with  more  than  $2,000  in  total  assets  can  qualify  for  food  stamps;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Commodity  foods  through  The  Emergency  Food  Assistance  Program 
TEFAP)  that  benefit  our  local  emergency  food  network  have  declined  more  than  50  percent 
n  the  last  2  years  and  the  2007  Farm  Bill  must  strengthen  this  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  President  has  proposed  eliminating  the  Commodity  Supplemental 
rood  Program  (CSFP)  which  provides  monthly  food  boxes  to  9,600  low-income  San 
rrancisco  seniors  and  we  need  CSFP  to  be  fully  funded  at  $157  million  and  reauthroized  in 
he  Farm  Bill. 

WHEREAS,  one  in  four  youth  are  either  overweight  or  at  risk  of  overweight,  with  poor 
lutrition  contributing  to  this  condition  and  many  low-income  San  Franciscans  lack  access  to 
ligh  quality,  healthy  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Low-income  San  Franciscos  rely  on  federal  nutrition  programs  (National 
School  Lunch  and  Breakfast,  Summer  Meals,  Child  and  Adult  Care  Food  Program)  for  a 
najority  of  their  caloric  intake;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Programs  that  increase  the  availability  of  healthy,  fresh,  seasonal  fruits 
and  vegetables  in  federal  nutrition  programs  must  be  expanded  including  but  not  limited  to 
DOD  Fresh,  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Pilot  Program,  the  WiC  and  Senior  Farmers  Market 
Nutrition  Programs,  the  Community  Food  Projects;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  a  strong  Nutrition 
Title  in  the  2007  Farm  Bill  that  will  guarantee  adequate  nutrition  for  everyone.

[Condemning  Prosecution  of  Medical  Marijuana  by  the  Federal  Government.] 

Resolution  condemning  federal  prosecution  of  Ed  Rosenthal  and  acknowledging 
importance  of  safe  and  legal  access  to  medical  cannabis  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  cannabis  plant  has  a  recorded  history  of  safe,  therapeutic  use  nearly  5,000 
years  old;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Cannabis  has  been  shown  to  be  effective  in  the  treatment  of  a  wide 
variety  of  medical  conditions  and  is  routinely  recommended  by  physicians  to  their  patients 
suffering  from  HIV/AIDS,  Multiple  Sclerosis,  arthritis,  chronic  pain,  glaucoma,  movement 
disorders,  gastro-intestinal  disorders,  the  side  effects  of  cancer  treatment,  and  other  serious 
illnesses  and  injuries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Opinion  polls  of  the  American  public  consistently  show  support  of  from 
two-thirds  to  more  than  80%  for  legal  access  to  cannabis  for  medical  use;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Federal  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  administrative  law  judge 
Francis  L.  Young  ruled  in  1988,  after  exhaustive  hearings  on  the  rescheduling  of  cannabis  to 
make  it  available  by  prescription,  that  "the  cannabis  plant  considered  as  a  whole  has  a

WHEREAS,  The  states  of  Alaska,  Arizona,  Colorado,  Hawaii,  Oregon,  Maine, 
Maryland,  Montana,  Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  and  Washington  have 
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also  enacted  laws  intended  to  protect  patients  using  cannabis  under  their  doctors'  direction 
from  criminal  liability;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  2001  passed  a  Resolution 
establishing  the  city  as  a  sanctuary  for  medical  cannabis  patients;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Assembly,  the  Senate,  and  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California 
enacted  the  Medical  Marijuana  Program  Act  (SB420)  in  2003  to  ensure  the  implementation  of 
the  Compassionate  Use  Act  of  1996;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  2005  established  an 
ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  medical  cannabis  dispensing  collectives;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  and  the  United  States 
Department  of  Justice  persist  in  attempts  to  thwart  the  will  of  the  American  people,  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  the  regulatory  ordinances  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  by 
engaging  in  the  criminal  investigation  and  prosecution  of  medical  cannabis  patients  and  those 
who  provide  cannabis  to  them;  and,

Resolution  initiating  designation  of  the  First  St.  John's  Methodist  Church,  1601  Larkin 
Street,  located  at  the  Northwest  corner  of  Larkin  Street  and  Clay  Street,  encompassing 
all  of  Lot  006  in  Block  620,  as  a  Landmark  pursuant  to  Section  1004.1  of  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Code. 

WHEREAS,  The  First  St.  John's  Methodist  Church  located  on  1601  Larkin  Street  was 
built  in  1911  and  is  the  only  extant  California  example  by  nationally  renowned  architect 
George  Washington  Kramer  and  is  a  valuable  example  of  early  twentieth  century  church 
architecture  that  combines  elements  of  the  Mission  Revival  and  English  Gothic  Tudor  styles; 
and 

WHEREAS,  When  the  First  Methodist  Church  congregation  was  founded  April  25, 
1 847  by  itinerant  Methodist  preacher  Asa  White,  his  first  "church";  a  shanty  brought  from 
Oregon  to  the  shores  of  Yerba  Buena  Cove,  later  moving  to  a  building  at  1 1 53  Powell  Street 
in  North  Beach,  the  congregation  was  the  first  Protestant  Church  in  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  First  Methodist  Church  moved  to  a  site  at  1601  Larkin  Street  at  Clay 
Street  in  191 1  and  later  joined  with  St.  John's  Italian  Church,  adopting  its  current  name,  First 
St.  John's  United  Methodist  Church;  and, 

WHEREAS,  George  Washington  Kramer  was  well  known  for  designing  churches  all 
over  the  United  States,  including  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  sites  in  Virginia  and 
Wyoming,  as  well  as  landmark  quality  sites  in  Illinois,  Michigan,  and  Pennsylvania,  and  was 
further  renowned  as  the  author  of  a  best-selling  book  published  in  1897,  "The  What,  How  and

No.  586-06  ("Resolution  of  Intention")  declaring  the  Board's  intention  to  form  a  business- 
based  business  improvement  district  and  to  levy  assessments  on  businesses  to  be  included 
within  the  district,  setting  the  public  hearing,  initiating  mail  ballot  majority  protest  proceedings, 
approving  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Portside  Community  Benefit  District  Management  District 
Plan  (the  "Management  District  Plan"  or  "Plan"),  making  various  findings  and  taking  other 
legislative  actions  required  to  form  the  proposed  district  and  levy  the  proposed  assessments 
(Board  File  No.  061419);  and, 

WHEREAS,  on  December  12,  2006,  acting  pursuant  to  the  aforementioned  legal 
authorities,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  696-06  ("Resolution  of 
Formation"),  establishing  the  business-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the 
"Fisherman's  Wharf  Portside  Community  Benefit  District"  and  levying  multi-year  special 
assessments  on  Identified  Businesses  included  within  the  District  (the  "Assessments")  (Board 
File  No.  061660).  The  Tax  Collector's  designation  for  the  Assessments  for  the  Fisherman's 
Wharf  Portside  Community  Benefit  District  is  Code  No.  F07;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  aforementioned  legal  authorities  and  the  Resolution  of 
Formation,  the  Assessments  may  only  be  used  to  fund  business-related  services, 
"Improvements"  (as  defined  in  Section  36610  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code)  and 
"Activities"  (as  defined  in  Section  36613  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code)  within  the  District 
in  accordance  with  the  Management  District  Plan  (collectively,  such  authorized  services, 
improvements  and  activities  are  referred  to  as  "District  Programs");  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  District  is  not  a  governmental,  corporate  or  separate  legal  entity,  but  is 
a  geographic  area  containing  all  of  the  Identified  Businesses  subject  to  the  Assessments  for 
District  Programs  described  in  the  Plan  and  included  in  the  annual  budgets  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  annual  budget  for  District  Programs  for  the  first 
year  of  operations  is  set  forth  in  the  Plan,  and  for  subsequent  years,  shall  be  set  forth  in  the 
Annual  Reports  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  required  by  Section  36650  of  the 
Streets  and  Highways  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Formation  and  Sections  36614.5  and  36650 
of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract  with  a  private 
nonprofit  entity  referred  to  as  an  "Owners'  Association"  to  administer  the  District  Programs. 
An  Owners'  Association  may  be  an  existing  nonprofit  entity  or  a  newly  formed  nonprofit  entity. 
An  Owners'  Association  is  a  private  entity  and  may  not  be  considered  a  public  entity  for  any 
purpose,  nor  may  its  board  members  or  staff  be  considered  to  be  public  officials  for  any 
purpose;  provided,  however,  that  an  Owner's  Association  must  comply  with  the  Ralph  M. 
Brown  Act  (Chapter  9  (commencing  with  Section  54950)  of  Part  1  of  Division  2  of  Title  5  of  the 
Government  Code),  at  all  times  when  its  board  of  directors  or  any  committee  thereof  hears, 
considers  or  deliberates  on  matters  concerning  the  District,  and  must  comply  with  the 
California  Public  Records  Act  (Chapter  3.5  (commencing  with  Section  6250)  of  Division  7  of 
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Title  1  of  the  Government  Code),  for  purposes  of  providing  public  access  to  records  relating  to 
the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  an  Owners'  Association  is  obligated  to  hold  in  trust  all  funds  it  receives 
from  the  City  that  are  derived  from  the  City's  levy  and  collection  of  the  Assessments,  and  to 
use  such  funds  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  implementing  the  Management  District  Plan 
and  administering,  managing  and  providing  District  Programs  set  forth  in  the  Plan,  Resolution 
of  Formation,  and  annual  budgets  submitted  by  the  Owners'  Association  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Formation,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic 
and  Workforce  Development  is  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City 
and  the  Owners'  Association  for  the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  has 
negotiated  an  agreement  with  the  owners'  California  nonprofit  corporation  that  also  uses  the 
name  Fisherman's  Wharf  Association,  to,  in  good  faith  and  with  diligence  as  the  Owners' 
Association  for  the  District,  develop,  implement,  direct,  manage,  administer,  operate  and 
ensure  the  timely  provision  of  the  District  Programs  ("Management  Agreement"  or 
"Agreement").  The  Management  Agreement  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.   070838   and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994, 
the  Resolution  of  Formation  and  the  express  terms  of  the  Management  Agreement,  the 
Agreement  shall  not  be  binding  unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  Agreement  by 
resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  the  business  owners  within  the 
District  for  the  City  to  enter  into  the  Management  Agreement  with  the  owners'  nonprofit

Resolution  in  support  of  the  Employee  Free  Choice  Act  which  would  authorize  the 
National  Labor  Relations  Board  to  certify  a  union  as  the  bargaining  representative 
when  a  majority  of  employees  voluntarily  sign  authorizations  designating  that  union  to 
represent  them;  provide  for  first  contract  mediation  and  arbitration;  and  establish 
meaningful  penalties  for  violations  of  a  worker's  freedom  to  choose  a  union. 

WHEREAS,  in  1935,  the  United  States  established,  by  law,  that  workers  must  be  free 
to  form  unions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  freedom  to  form  or  join  a  union  is  internationally  recognized  by  the 
1948  Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights  as  a  fundamental  human  right;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  free  choice  to  join  with  others  and  bargain  for  better  wages  and 
benefits  is  essential  to  economic  opportunity  and  good  living  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  unions  benefit  communities  by  strengthening  living  standards,  stabilizing 
tax  bases,  promoting  equal  treatment  and  enhancing  civic  participation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  states  in  which  more  people  are  union  members  are  states  with  higher 
wages,  better  benefits  and  better  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  union  workers  receive  better  wages  and  benefits,  with  union  workers 
earning  29  percent  more  than  workers  without  a  union,  35  percent  more  likely  to  have  access 
to  health  insurance,  and  are  four  times  more  likely  to  have  access  to  a  guaranteed  defined- 
benefit  pension;  and, 

WHEREAS,  unions  help  raise  workers'  pay  and  narrow  the  income  gap  for  minorities 
and  women,  by  increasing  median  weekly  earnings  by  31  percent  for  union  women  workers, 
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31  percent  for  African-American  workers,  50  percent  for  Latino  workers,  9  percent  for  Asian 
American  workers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  workers  across  the  nation  are  routinely  denied  the  freedom  to  form  unions 
and  bargain  for  a  better  life,  with  25  percent  of  private-sector  employers  illegally  firing  at  least 
one  worker  for  union  activity  during  organizing  campaigns;  and, 

WHEREAS,  77  percent  of  the  public  believes  it  is  important  to  have  strong  laws 
protecting  the  freedom  for  workers  to  make  their  own  decision  about  having  a  union,  and  58 
percent  of  workers  would  join  a  union  if  they  had  the  chance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  employers  often  refuse  to  bargain  fairly  with  workers  after  forming  a  union

[Resolution  -  Safeguarding  State  and  Local  Governance  in  Trade  Resolution] 

Resolution  respectfully  urging  Congress  to  safeguard  domestic  regulatory  authority 
and  policy  space  by  rejecting  any  request  for  renewal  of  Fast  Track  Trade  Authority, 
and  to  create  a  democratic,  inclusive  trade  negotiating  process  that  includes 
meaningful  consultation  with  state  and  local  governments  and  civil  society  groups. 

WHEREAS,  Democratic,  accountable  governance  is  being  undermined  by  international 
commercial  and  trade  rules  enforced  by  the  World  Trade  Organization  (WTO)  and 
established  by  the  North  American  Free  Trade  Agreement  (NAFTA),  and  is  further  threatened 
by  similar  provisions  in  pending  trade  agreements  with  Colombia,  Peru,  Panama  and  South 
Korea;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Today's  trade  agreements  have  impacts  which  extend  significantly 
beyond  the  bounds  of  traditional  trade  matters  such  as  tariffs  and  quotas,  and  instead  grant 
foreign  investors  and  service  providers  certain  rights  and  privileges  that  exceed  those  granted 
to  U.S.  businesses  understate  and  federal  law,  subject  local  laws  to  challenge  as  "non-tariff 
barriers  to  trade"  in  the  binding  dispute  resolution  bodies  that  accompany  the  pacts,  and 
place  limits  on  the  future  policy  options  of  local  governments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  current  encroachment  on  state  and  local  governance  by  international 
commercial  and  trade  agreements  has  occurred  in  no  small  part  because  of  the  secretive  and 
exclusive  process  by  which  trade  provisions  are  negotiated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  recent  failure  of  House  leadership  to  consult  other  members  of 
Congress,  state  and  local  policymakers,  and  key  constituency  groups  before  announcing  the 
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conclusion  of  negotiations  with  the  Bush  administration  on  reforms  to  the  aforementioned 
trade  agreements  exemplifies  this  secretive  and  exclusive  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  presidential  Fast  Track  Trade  Authority  eliminates  vital  checks  and 
balances  established  in  the  U.S.  Constitution  by  broadly  delegating  Congress'  exclusive 
authority  to  set  the  terms  of  trade  over  to  the  executive  branch  such  that  the  executive  branch 
is  empowered  to  negotiate  broad-ranging  trade  agreements  in  secret  and  to  sign  them  prior  to 
Congress  voting  on  the  agreements;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  ability  of  the  executive  branch  to  negotiate  trade  agreements  in  secret 
and  to  sign  trade  agreements  prior  to  Congress'  vote  of  approval  means  executive  branch 
negotiators  are  able  to  ignore  congressional  negotiating  objectives  and  states'  demands,  and 
neither  Congress  nor  the  state  have  any  means  to  enforce  any  decision  regarding  what 
provisions  must  be  contained  and  what  provisions  may  not  be  included  in  any  U.S.  trade 
agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Fast  Track,  which  was  established  in  1974  when  trade  agreements  were 
limited  to  traditional  matters  such  as  tariffs  and  quotas  is  now  woefully  outdated  and 
inappropriate  given  the  diverse  range  of  non-trade  issues  now  included  in  "trade"  agreements 
that  broadly  affect  federal,  state  and  local  non-trade  regulatory  authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  current  grant  of  Fast  Track  expires  on  June  30,  2007;now,  therefore,  be

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  of  San  Francisco  respectfully  calls  on  Congress  to 
safeguard  domestic  regulatory  authority  and  policy  space  by  rejecting  any  request  for  renewal 
of  Fast  Track  Trade  Authority,  and  to  create  a  democratic,  inclusive  trade  negotiating  process

Resolution  endorsing  Assembly  Bill  364:  the  State  of  California's  effort  to  ensure  that 
all  patients  in  hospitals,  nursing  homes  and  supervised  nursing  facilities  are  informed 
of  their  legal  rights  related  to  advocacy  and  patients  rights  services,  as  well  as 
information  regarding  health  and  supportive  services  following  hospitalization. 

WHEREAS,  Almost  one-quarter  of  San  Francisco's  population  is  55  years  and  older 
and  this  sector  of  the  population  is  projected  to  increase  by  nearly  50%  by  2010;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  almost  50,000  seniors  aged  75  years  and  older  living  in  San 
Francisco  and  approximately  16,500  of  them  residing  alone.  Additionally,  many  thousands  of 
other  seniors  have  elderly  and/or  disabled  companions  or  family  members  who  work  and  thus 
are  not  available  to  give  them  the  care  they  require;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  may  be  discharged  from  San 
Francisco  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  unable  to  care  for  themselves  and  are  without 
adequate  assistance  at  home;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  in  such  circumstances  confront  life- 
threatening  situations  and  risk  repeated  hospitalization  and  institutionalization;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Homeless  seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  are  particularly  vulnerable 
when  they  are  discharged  from  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  often  frail,  not  ambulatory, 
and/or  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  Spring  of  2001,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  10-1 
establishing  a  Hospital  and  Nursing  Home  Discharge  Planning  Task  Force;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2001 ,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted,  and  the  Mayor  approved, 
Resolution  386-01,  which  approved  the  18  members  of  the  Hospital  and  Nursing  Home 
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Discharge  Planning  Task  Force,  all  of  whom  are  representative  of  the  diversity  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  County;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Task  Force's  role  was  to  make  policy  recommendations  to  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  promote  coordination  among  relevant  agencies  that  would 
improve  hospital  discharge  practices  for  people  with  disabilities  and  seniors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  January  2004  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  88-04, 
adopting  the  findings  from  the  Hospital  and  Nursing  Home  Discharge  Planning  Task  Force's 
Final  Report  as  submitted;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  federal  legislation  does  not  mandate  a  48  hour  stay  but 
simply  ensures  a  minimum  hospital  stay  of  48  hours  to  any  woman  following  a  mastectomy  or 
other  similar  procedure  if  the  patient  and  her  doctor  determine  that  a  hospital  stay  of  48  hours 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  patient;  now,  therefore,  be  it

The  Management  Plan  previously  approved  by  the  Board  includes  formulas  for 
determining  the  annual  assessment  for  each  parcel  in  the  District  (See  Resolution  No.  421-05 
/  BOS  File  No.  050924  "Resolution  of  Intention,"  Resolution  No.  582-05  /  BOS  File  No. 
051 187  "Resolution  to  Establish").  The  basic  assessment  formula  has  three  components:  lot 
size,  linear  frontage  (sidewalk  footage),  and  building  square  footage  [i.e.  (lot  size  x  $0.8017)  + 
(linear  frontage  x  $8.8963)  +  (building  square  footage  x  $0.1 1278)  =  assessment  of  parcel]. 

Each  parcel  and  its  building  use  were  categorized  into  one  of  seven  Building  Use 
Categories,  and  the  three  formula  components  were  given  varying  weights  for  each  Building

District's  services.  Building  Use  Category  A  is  retail  space,  hotels,  motels,  and  visitor-related 
uses;  Category  B  is  office  and  commercial  uses,  free  standing  parking  structures,  and  ground 
floor  residential;  Category  C  is  industrial,  manufacturing,  and  distribution;  Category  D  is 
institutional  (city,  county,  school,  public  utility,  parks,  etc.);  Category  E  is  church,  non-profit, 
and  tax-exempt;  Category  F  is  multi-unit  housing,  apartments,  condos;  and  Category  G  is 
single  family  housing  units. 

The  Management  Plan  assessment  formula  for  residential  square  footage  above  the 
ground  floor  modifies  the  basic  formula  by  utilizing  two  of  the  three  components  and  excluding 
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the  third:  lot  size  and  linear  frontage  are  calculated  but  not  building  square  footage  [i.e.  (lot 
size  x  $0.8017)  +  (linear  frontage  x  $8.8963)  +  (building  square  footage  x  $0.0)  =  assessment 
of  residential  space  above  the  ground  floor]. 

Since  the  existing  Management  Plan  does  not  provide  the  same  modified  formula  for 
ground  floor  residential  square  footage,  the  District  and  MOEWD  now  request  and 
recommend  that  the  Management  Plan  be  changed  to  provide  that  the  same  modified 
assessment  formula  be  used  for  all  residential  square  footage  in  the  District  [i.e.  (lot  size  x 
$0.8017)  +  (linear  frontage  x  $8.8963)  +  (building  square  footage  x  $0.0)  =  assessment  of  the 
residential  space].  The  District  and  MOEWD  estimate  that  this  formula  modification  will 
reduce  the  District's  assessments  of  residential  property  by  approximately  $6,900  in  Fiscal 
Year  2006-2007.  The  Board  hereby  receives  and  approves  the  District  Assessment 
Engineer's  Report  as  updated  for  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Fiscal  Year  2006-2007  in 
support  of  these  Management  Plan  modifications,  which  Report  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070733.  The  Board  hereby  finds  good  cause  under  law  and 
authorizes  amendment  of  the  District's  Management  Plan  for  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Fiscal  Year  2006-2007  as  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
No.  070733,  to  make  the  assessment  formula  the  same  for  all  residential  square  footage  in 
the  District  in  conformance  with  this  Resolution  Section  2,  Fourth  Paragraph,  and  to  make 
administrative  clarifications.

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  does 
hereby  find  and  determine  that  the  sale  of  the  Property  from  the  Agency  to  BRIDGE  Tower 
L.L.C.,  a  limited  liability  company:  (1)  will  provide  housing  for  Lower  Income  Persons;  (2)  is 
consistent  with  the  Agency's  implementation  plan  adopted  pursuant  to  California  Health  and 
Safety  Code  Section  33490;  (3)  the  estimated  value  of  the  land  to  be  conveyed,  determined 
as  a  restricted  use,  with  the  conditions,  covenants,  and  development  costs  required  by  the 
sale,  is  $1 .00.  The  property  is  being  sold  to  the  developer  to  develop  1 24  units  of  affordable 
homeownership  housing  opportunities  for  low  -  and  moderate-income  households. 
Subsequent  to  the  development,  the  units  will  be  sold  to  qualified  homebuyers  at  60%,  80% 
and  100%  of  Area  Median  Income  ("AMI"),  as  defined  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development.  The  homeownership  units  will  be  affordable  to  households  at  the  stated 
AMIs  for  an  initial  period  of  45  years. 

The  reason  the  disposition  price  amount  is  less  than  the  appraised  value  of  the  land, 
determined  at  the  highest  and  best  use,  is  to  make  the  units  affordable,  the  Agency  must  sell 
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the  land  to  the  Developer  at  a  below  market  rate  price  and  provide  construction  financing. 
Therefore,  the  Developer  must  sell  the  units  to  eligible  first  time  homebuyers.  The  eligible 
buyers  agree  to  purchase  the  units  at  affordable  prices  and  agree  to  comply  with  the  Agency's 
Limited  Equity  Program  requirements. 

Finally,  for  the  sale  prices  to  continue  to  be  affordable  the  resale  prices  are  permanently 
restricted  and  do  not  reflect  market  appreciation.  The  sale  prices  of  the  ownership  units  at 
5600  Third  Street  have  been  calculated  using  several  factors,  including:  the  number  of 
persons  in  the  household  (per  targeted  AMI  levels);  gross  annual  income  of  the  household; 
the  allowable  housing  cost  (or  33%  of  the  gross  household  income);  subtracting 
homeownership  related  costs  (i.e.,  homeownership  association  dues,  property  taxes,  personal 
property  insurance,  and  the  housing  payment);  the  supportable  mortgage  given  a  down 
payment  of  5%;  and,  if  applicable,  other  loans  available  to  the  first  time  homebuyers;  and  (4) 
the  consideration  to  be  received  by  the  Agency  is  not  less  than  the  fair  reuse  value  at  the  use 
and  with  the  covenants  and  conditions  and  developments  costs  authorized  by  the  Disposition 
and  Development  Agreement;  and,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  Medical  Cannabis  Act,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and
